FOREWORD 


The Drawing and Print Annuals of the San Francisco Art Association 
represent a long tradition in the city. They provide a yearly review of 
achievement in these fields of art expression on a recognizably high crea- 
tive level, as well as on the basis of proficient technique, always so impor- 
tant a consideration in relation to prints. It is indeed the creative art quality 
that is emphasized always and that gives these exhibitions distinction. 


Though the exhibition is open to all American artists who care to submit, 
entries from the Bay Region are naturally always the most numerous. This 
year, of the three hundred and ninety artists who submitted, more than a 
third live and work in this area, and with the others from elsewhere in 
California represent, with two hundred and sixty-nine entries, slightly over 
two-thirds of the total. The remainder were widely distributed throughout 
the other states, with strong centers of print activity like lowa and Minne- 
sota well represented. In selecting the work of one hundred and twenty-two 
artists for the exhibition the jury chose approximately a third of the num- 
ber submitted. 


Now that the jury of artists has used its conscientious judgment in choos- 
ing a worthy exhibition, as high in quality of art expression and of tech- 
nical means as the material submitted allowed, it is for the visitors to the 
Museum to do their part in studying the showing and evaluating it. By doing 
so they make to some extent their contribution to the growth of art here. 
If such exhibitions were the occasion each year for adding to numerous 
private collections in this field of art, it could be said that public response 
corresponded to artist effort. That is not yet the case, but it can be hoped 
that in the future where so much art of quality is produced in a form acces- 
sible even to the modest purse that collecting will become a custom. Prints 
of today, such as those in this exhibition, have expressive art quality, often 
color and strong carrying power, as well as the fascination of complicated 
techniques so long associated with these media. Drawings today often take 
on boldness and decorative characteristics in addition to the direct and 
autographic statement of an artist’s style and point of view for which they 
have always been valued. Such an exhibition as this offers a wide choice 
for every taste and interest.
